Reverend and Dear Father Noll: I want you to know of the splendid 
work accomplished by OUR SUNDAY VISITOR in the Diocese of St. 
Augustine. It came at an opportune time when we needed some means 
of Catholic propaganda and defense against the organized bigotry with 
which we have had to contend during the past three years. While we have 
many Catholic weeklies, I must confess that I know of none that can take 
the place of “The Visitor.” 

About a year ago I directed the priests to distribute it at the doors 
of the parish churches throughout the diocese, and as far as possible to 
see that it reached the people who are living in places where the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass is offered only at intervals. The people have now 
contracted “The Visitor” habit. They take it with them to their homes 
every Sunday morning. In the Cathedral they are invited at every Mass 
on Sunday to do so.

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GET THE “TAKE HOME A PAPER” HABIT. 


The great body of the American people must be 
led; they are neither philosophers nor theologians 
and are very indifferent in their attitude toward re. 
ligion. Two-thirds of these, our fellow countrymen, 
seldom put a foot inside the church. and they depend 
on the daily newspapers for their education, leader 
ship, and guidance. The ec Dare of these newspapers, 
on their part, are mostly religious “liberals”, with no 
definite religious convictions. They believe in the 
wholesome influence of Christian standards, but that 
is about all. They are more often wrong than right in 
their treatment of moral questions. 

The printing press is no doubt the greatest Lagvency 
for instruction that exists in the world today . it could 
be the greatest instrument for the further ance of 
God's interests in this world, but the demand for its 
treatment of other interests is too general. The 

owers of evil get more service out of it than the 

orces of good. Religion naturally makes use of the 
printing press ; but just as two- thirds of the American 
people are unreached by the spoken word in religious 
matters, so an even larger number is untouched by 
the printed word which fosters religion. 

Most people act on the theory that they get suffi- 
cient religion in chureh; innumerable iis that the 
supply they receive in the lodge suffices. Then, just as 
hundreds of thousands of people are merely homing a] 
members of some form of Christianity, so is the nun 
ber is legion of those who subscribe to a padioton 1S 
paper for “looks” only. 


Fully 5,000,000 people of the United States read 
socialistic, I. W. W., and other literature of a destruc- 
tive character ; 5,000,000 more read rationalistic, anti- 
Christian, anti-Catholic literature; the large number 

ho patronize the denominational press must needs 
grow in prejudice towards the Catholic Church, be- 
cause the issues of such papers which do not attack 
the Church in editorials and communications, at least 
by implication, are few. ‘ 

In our last editorial we declared that there was 
only one way of offsetting the influence of this litera- 
ture on those who read it, and that is by placing within 
reach of the same people such literature as tells the 
truth about the Catholic Church, her teachings, her 
principles, ete. 

_ Ten, we feel that we make a very conservative 
edtimate when we represent that no Catholic liter; 
ture enters the homes of one-half of our own people. 
Our real good Catholics, and therefore those who 
are, strictly speaking, not in need of our literature 
at all, are subscribers to several Catholic papers and 
magazines. Tepid Catholics: those who stay away 
from Mass for no rood excuse; those who are seen 
least frequently at the communion table; those who 
never had the advantage of parish school education; 
those who have married non-Catholics—in a word, 
those who really need Catholic literature most are the 
ones whose homes are not reached by it. 


The most discouraging side of this situation is 
that these are the very people w nthe the pastor finds it 
difficult to interest in religious reading. But is that a 
reason not to try and try until su oo crowns his 
efforts? There is a vital principle at stake, and sur- 
render he must not, To combat this lack of interest is 
one of the reasons why we favor church- aa distribu- 
tion of literature. The indifferent and the thought- 
less Catholic has the literature fated ‘batoya nis 
face, and sees others take it home. In this, asin other 
matters, example wirls them when words do not. 

Every pastor will recall how difficult it was to in- 
terest people in weekly, and daily Holy Communion 
after the late Pope Pius ur ged it so strongly. Those 
who from childhood had gone to Holy Communion 
only quarterly or annually, could not be moved for 
some time, and even when they were won over, it was 
due not so much to exhortations from the pulpit as to 
the impression made on them hy the sight of the large 
numbers of others who did respond. Those who at 
tend the early Masses on Sunda iy, and tepid Cat tholies 
always do attend the early Masses, noted the bie in- 
crease in Holy Communions ; they noted the large 
body of Holy Name men who receive every month, 
and the conviction came home to them that the: y them- 
selves must be very negligent.
